Additional Backup Information:

This action will expand the Austin Downtown Public Improvement District (PID) to include one
property, 425 West Riverside, at the request of the owner, and add adjacent public
right-of-way. The property to be added is contiguous to the current PID boundary.

Chapter 372 of the Texas Local Government Code requires that the governing body of the
municipality conduct a public hearing on the advisability of the PID expansion. Notice of the



expansion was provided in the newspaper as required by law.

As part of the creation of the 425 W. Riverside Planned Unit Development (C814-2017-0001),
the property owner agreed to voluntarily request to become part of the PID and pay applicable
assessments for improvements to the area that is benefitted by the PID.

If the one-time community improvement assessment fee is provided as part of the PID, it will
be used as reflected in the council-approved South Central Waterfront Vision Framework Plan
